Assembly Bill No. 31. approved by 
the Governor on March 29, 1938, was 
passed to enable agricultural areas to 
form soil conservation districts. says 
a statement released through the Farm 
Advisor's office.

It sets up a state soil conservation 
committee composed of the Dean of | 
the College of Agriculture, the State 
Engineer, and one other member to be | 
appointed by the Governor. all to | 
serve without extra salary. 

If a soil conservation district is to be | 
formed in a given area, 51 per cent or 
more of the land owners owning 51 per 
cent or more of the land in the area , 
must sign a petition requesting the | 
Board of Supervisors to call an elec- | 
tion. The boundaries of the district | 
must be shown on the petition at the | 
time it is circulated. If an election is, 
called. a majority of the voters within | 
the boundaries of the district must 
vote in favor of the district before it} 
can be formed. There are usually five
